Nixon angry with precautions; shoves Ziegler

(U PI) — President Nixon, fuming 
over assassination precautions that 
denied him the cheering motorcade 
he 
awaited, 
grabbed 
Press 
Secretary Ron Ziegler by the lapel 
Monday, spun him around and 
shoved him angrily. 
“ I don’t want the press with me, 
you take care of it,” Nixon snapped 
at the apparently stunned Ziegler. 
The incident took place in New 


Orleans after the Secret Service, 
saying 
it 
had 
word 
of 
an 
assassination plot, urged that the 
President not follow the highly 
publicized motorcade route that had 
been planned. 
Nixon took another route although 
he had been looking forward to a 
warm welcome and friendly crowds 
to bolster his public standing, 
battered by Watergate. 
The Secret Service announced the 


plot and thechangeof the motorcade 
route prior to Nixon’s arrival so the 
expected crowds would not turn out 
and then be disappointed when the 
President did not pass. 
When he arrived at the Western 
White House in San Clemente later 
in the day, his personal secretary 
for many years, Rose Mary Wood, 
greeted him with: ‘‘I was worried 
about you.” 
“ The whole thing was ridiculous,” 


the President was heard to reply. 
“ They called me last night and 
they canceled,” he said, apparently 
referring to the motorcade route 
“ They'll never cancel another 
one,” he added. 
The shoving incident took place as 
Nixon was entering the convention 
hall where he later addressed the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 
Nixon noticed that Ziegler was 
leading a pack of newsmen in behind 


him. He grabbed Ziegler's lapel with 
one hand and shoved the press se­ 
cretary’s shoulder with the other, 
spinning Ziegler about face, and 
sending him to find some other 
entrance for newsmen. 


Reporters with long experience 
covering Nixon were surprised by 
the outburst, which was captured by 
television cameras. 


The President flew to California 


for an extended stay. He arranged to 
confer today with Ziegler to discuss

The Secret Service’s disclosure of 
a 
“ possible 
conspiracy’’ 
to 
assassinate President Nixon in New 
Orleans was generally discounted 
today by police for lack of evidence. 
The President himself called the 
episode “ ridiculous.” 
The Secret Service made its 
announcement Monday an hour 
before Nixon left Florida for New 
Orleans to address the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars national convention. 
Nixon refused to call off the trip but 
agreed to switch his motorcade off 
famed Canal Street. 
The disclosure was the first by the 
Secret Service 
during 
Nixon’s 
presidency of a threat against his 
life. Only bare details were revealed 
by the Secret Service, which also 
asked New Orleans police to pick up 
a former policeman who tried to 
attack 
Nixon’s 
limousine 
three 
years ago. 


He was Edwin Michael Gaudet 
Jr., 30. He was accused in a federal 
warrant of making the threat last 
Wednesday in New Orleans. Gaudet, 
nicknamed “ Punchy,” was tracked 
down in New Mexico Monday night 
but fled from officers. 
The Secret Service emphasized 
that Gaudet might not be involved in 
the “ possible plot.” Agents in 
Washington 
and 
New 
Orleans 
declined further comment today. 
Gaudet was located in a hippie 
commune near Arroyo Hondo, N.M. 
When Secret Service agents tried to 
arrest him, Gaudet grabbed a high- 
powered rifle, fired three shots at 
the agents and escaped into the 
brush-covered hills. 
“ We know he knows the area and 
he’s armed with a 30-06 rifle,” said a 
spokesman for Taos County Sheriff 
Arthur Trujillo.

Board of Supervisors’ chairman 
Francis H. Beattie said today he 
feels it is possible to have a county 
tax rate reduction of possibly “ 25 to 
30 cents” when the board adopts a 
new rate soon for the 1973-74 fiscal 
year. 
Beattie admitted, however, he 
hasn’t heard yet of the latest refined 
figures on revenues coming from 
the 
office 
of 
County 
Auditor- 
Controller 
Paul 
Floyd. 
Floyd 
declared he is hoping to have such 
figures prior to submission of a 
recommended new county tax levy 
to the board on Monday, Aug. 27. 
The 
current 
rate 
of 
$3.46 
represents a 14-cent reduction from 
the 1971-72 rate of $3.60. 
Beattie, 
pointing to 
the 
advantages the county has taken of 
federal revenue sharing funds this 
year, said he felt there was no doubt 
there would be a tax rate cut, but 
wasn’t too sure as to the size of the 
reduction. 
The board chairman, who is from 
Lompoc, said he was basing his 
guesstimate on a fairly sizable rate 
cut “ if things turn out well’ on 
factors 
involving 
increase 
in 


assessed valuation, a likely major 
carryover sum, refined revenue 
estimates, and higher interest sums 
earned by the county as interest 
rates continue to rise on county 
funds in temporary bank accounts. 


Earlier, prior to the action of the 
Board of Supervisors in adopting the 
1973-74 county budget, the County 
Taxpayers’ Assn. had expressed 
hopes that the rate could be cut up to 
as much as 50 cents. 
But the supervisors subsequently 
closed several options that would 
have made this possible. They voted 
to 
continue 
their 
conservative 
course of funding unfilled positions 
again this fiscal year, and also 
agreed to put into contingency 
account the surplus of revenue- 
sharing funds amounting to more 
than $700,000. 
If the surplus revenue-sharing 
funds had been utilized to cut the tax 
rate, and the board had voted 
against funding of positions sure to 
remain unfilled again this year, 
whopping tax rate cut would have 
been possible, observers point out. 
Floyd is slated to recommend 
school district and special district 
tax rates Sept. 4 after adoption of 
the new county levy.

In a broadcast interview Sunday, 
Richardson said he would retain

presented to the grand jury and also 
whether it could indict the sitting 
vice president. 
Agnew is under investigation for 
allegations 
that 
he 
accepted 
kickbacks from consulting engi­ 
neers who received state contracts 
while he was governor of Maryland 
“ Technically,” Beall said, “ the 
Agnew phase is before the grand 
jury.” 
Asked if the grand jury had 
discussed the case. Beall replied, “ I 
think you can draw your own 
conclusions.” 
Richardson had said Sunday the 


grand jury “ has not been involved in 
this matter to date.” 
If the Agnew case ever goes to 
trial, three legal confrontations may 
be involved, according to Edward S. 
Northrop, chief judge of the U.S. 
District Court in Maryland. He said 
they would have to be settled before 
any indictment could be made legal.

feet of water would cost 35 
cents. Heavy water users 
under

system, pay as little as 16 
cents per 100 cubic feet of 
water. 
Vandenberg Utilities Co., 
serves 1,500 customers from

Small amount of funds 
available for welfare 


SACRAMENTO <UPI) —A felatively 
small amount in state funds are available 
for legislation ranging from welfare to 
school lunches now that lawmakers have 
approved a $700 million tax break for 
Californians, according to a top Reagan 
administration official. 
Roy M. Bell, assistant director of the 
Department of Finance, said “ We re down 
pretty much to where we have no general 
fund surplus left.” 
In an oral report to the Senate Finance 
Committee Monday, Bell said a $1 billion 
surplus, including about $250 million in 
federal revenue sharing funds, had been 
anticipated at the end of the current fiscal 
year. 


But Bell declared passage last week of a 
bill imposing a six-month halt in the sales 
tax increase and giving a one-time income 
tax rebate of up to 35 per cent would 
consume about $725 million of the expected 
surplus. 


That would leave about $25 million in the 
general fund and $250 million in revenue 
sharing to pay for measures which would 
increase welfare benefits and provide 
mandatory lunch programs for low-income 
school children. 


That means, Bell said, legislation would 
have to be financed with the federal 
revenue sharing money, which is set aside 
in a special account and has some strings 
attached to it. 


Deputy sheriff may be indicted 


BAKERSFIELD, Calif. (UPI) - I n the 
violent deaths last week involving United 
Farm Union pickets, one man was charged 
Monday with murder. It was announced 
that a grand jury indictment would be 
sought against a second man, a deputy 
sheriff. 
Bavani Advincular, 20, was arraigned 
Monday and charged with murder in the 
death of Juan De La Cruz, 60, who was 
killed by a sniper bullet last Thursday at a 
Lamont area grape field. 
District Attorney Albert Leddy said he 
released Earnest Baclig, 64, who was 
arrested with Advincular. Baclig drove the 
truck from which Advincular allegedly 
shot De La Curz and Leddy said “ there 


appeared to be no knowledge on the part of 
the driver that the gun was going to be 
fired or that anybody had been hit.” 


Leddy said he would seek an indictment 
in the death of Nagi Daifullah, an Arab 
immigrant who died Wednesday of head 
injuries suffered in a scuffle with a Kern 
County sheriff's deputy. 


The Teamsters issued a statement late 
Monday claiming that Daifullah was not a 
member of the rival United Farm Workers 
Union but had been a Teamster since May 
24. The farm workers pointed out that 
Daifullah lived in their headquarters near 
Keane. 
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July price increase small 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Consumer prices registered the 
smallest increase of any month this year in July, 0.2 per 
cent, the Labor Department reported today. But the 
slowdown was largely due to the now-expired price freeze. 
The increase in the bureau's Consumer Price Index was 
the smallest monthly rise in the cost of living since last 
November. 
The July rise was the same when computed for actual 
price increases and when adjusted for seasonal variations. 
Retail prices across the board were down sharply in July 
from the increases of past months. 
Retail food prices were up 0.8 per cent, high by historical 
standards but far less than the monthly jumps since 
January that have ranged between 1 and 2.6 per cent. 
Prices of nonfood commodities actually declined 0.2 per 
cent last month while the cost of services edged up by the 
same rate. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics said it collected some of 
the price data for the July survey after June 13, when 
President Nixon imposed the price freeze.

Fire containment predicted

Weary firefighters predicted containment of one major 
California blaze today and continued the battle against 
several others in the worst outbreak of forest fires in 
decades. 
The most devastating fire seared 15,(XX) acres and de­ 
stroyed 28 million board feet in the Stanislaus National 
Forest southeast of Sonora. 
Officials said they expected containment today. The 
blaze, which started Friday, had crept to within one-half 
mile of the Cherry Valley Dam Power House, a source of 
water supply to the San Francisco Bay Area 
An army of more than 2,600 men, aided by airtankers 
showering the inferno with chemical retardants, fought 
through the night, but were hampered in their efforts to 
contain the fire by strong winds. 
Officials estimated damage at $10 million to timber and

NEW YORK - (N E A ) r 
F irst of all, Hank Aaron's 
swing is all wrong. He hits off 
his front foot. The great hit­ 
ting textbook in the sky says 
you swing with the weight 
more on your back foot to get 
— the irony for Aaron — more 
power. 


This is not so bad as when 
he first played in the Negro 
L eagues in 1952 and batted 
cross-handed. That s right, 
cross-handed, like your Aunt 
Faye at the family picnic. 


And Hank Aaron looks so 
passive at the plate, no trace 
of the cobra he is. "Henry 
Aaron is the only ballplayer I 
have ever seen who goes to 
sleep at the plate,' 
said for­ 
m er big league pitcher Curt 
Sim m ons. 
"B ut 
trying 
to 
sneak a fast ball past him is 
like trying to sneak the sun­ 
rise past a rooster. 


Aaron's nap is a ruse. He 
has become one of the great­ 
est hitters in history, and is 
one-two-three or four in runs 
scored, hits, total bases, runs- 
batted-in, extra base hits 
home runs and doubles among 
Ruth, Cobb. Speaker. Musial, 
Wagner, Mays . . . 


Yet he has been buffeted 
with the faint praise of, of all 
things, bland consistency. He 
has been so uniform ly out­ 
standing in all a reas of play 
for the last 20 years that, until 
two years ago when he began 
to seriously ch a llen g e the 
‘‘legendary” career home run 
record of 714 held by Babe 
Ruth, Aaron w as playing in 
spectacular obscurity. 


Aaron had always admired 
Joe DiMaggio’s ‘‘cool perfec­ 
tion ” But Aaron was cool in 


the shadows, while DiMaggio 
was in the glaring cynosure of 
fame. Aaron is reserved like

2 man, Valery Urchenko, gave the 
Americans the gold after all. 
“ He (Urchenko) grabbed my foot

I 
nearly fell over, but just the sam e, I 
never thought they'd have the guts 
to call it.” 


The Russians later protested to no 
avail, but after waiting vainly at the

They’re on a three-week cultural exchange wrestling 
tour of Japan, sending back tape-recorded messages to the 
people of the Valley, via the Lompoc Record Sports Dept 


August 15, Osaka: 
The Americans have traveled from the country to the 
city. 
After nearly a week in the rural cities of 
Tatebayashi 
and 
Ota, 
the 
12-wrestler, 
four-coach 
contingent has arrived in Osaka, a large, modern city. 


The US boys will wrestle tomorrow. Today they re 
being entertained by their new hosts. 
The 
American 
crew 
is 
busy 
making 
several 
observations on Japanese life. 
For one thing, there’s a big difference between the 
country and the big city. 
“ In the city we re a lot more spread out from each 
other,” says Benje. "We don’t see the other guys on the 
team very often There aren’t any team parties here 
Your host just takes you around 
“The food’s a little better here too,” adds Tuffy. Meat 
forms a larger percentage of the daily diet. Other 
changes the boys have noticed are the more modern- 
style houses, with western style tables, couches, and 
toilets. 
One thing that is the sam e in the country and city, 
according to the US mat-diplomats, is the attitude of the 
Japanese toward dating in particular and women in 
general. 
The US group doesn’t have much tim e for dating, but 
Long did discuss the subject with a US college wrestler 
not with the tour. Bill Toledas is near the end of a six- 
month stay in Japan as part of an extended wrestling 
exchange program. 
“ In Japan they don’t really believe in dating,’ says 
Toledas. 
“ Parents are very wary of letting their 
daughters go out alone, unless the boy has a job or is in 
college 
And even then, the girl must be home by a 
certain tim e, and the couple is alm ost never alone, but 


with friends. Holding hands is a no-no. It’s kind of like 
America in the 1920’s .” 
Long went bowling last night with his 26-year-old host, 
a male. His host’s 24-year-old sister went along, but not 
before undergoing a rigorous cross-examination from 
the folks. 
Women’s lib is still in the dark ages in Japan, 
according to our correspondents One of the US coaches, 
Dick Morris, discussed the subject with his host. 
"Mr. Shigeda said that the man is king in Japan,” 
relates Morris. "The woman is the servant, and it is best 
that she speak only when spoken to and only when 
necessary.” 
(“ Which is a good 
idea,” chuckles 
Morris. > 
As Mr. Shigeda told Morris, “ Perhaps it would be best if 
you do not talk to my wife, as it would only create 
problems in the house.”

Salmon fishing was on the spotty side all last week. The 
fish are there, but only 67 were reeled in from a total of 92 
boats that went out from Port San Luis Those that, were 
taken were fair-sized. 
The ocean looked very calm from the harbor, but was 
actually “ lumpy" — a term used by commercial fishermen 
to indicate anything from heavy seas to a just plain 
miserable rolling that can put even the most hard boiled 
angler down. 
However the bottom fishing has been still holding up well, 
and many salmon anglers, after a few fruitless runs, hit for 
the rocky coast around Pecho Rock, and pick up some good 
eating fish. One can say that almost any fish taken locally is 
good eating, with the exception of the “ tom cod" which by 
the way is in no way related to the real cod, but is a poor 
relation of the croaker family. Lately they have 
been 
particularly voracious, stealing expensive bait that is being 
used for salmon. 
The albacore picture has not been good. Here again 
heavy seas have been responsible, and not many fish have 
been taken. Last Thursday the San Luis Sportfishing boat 
went out and returned with 10 fish. They reported that quite 
a few boats were out from Morro Bay, but the fishing was 
on the very quiet side. Action, such as it was. took place 
some 60 miles out from Avila. 
Further south, in the Ventura-Hueneme area, calico bass 
were the main attraction, with a smattering of bonito. 
More are expected as the water warms up. Santa Barbara 
SEA Landing reports that their boats are limiting out at the 
Channel Islands. The Islander is the newest addition to 
their fleet, and has been getting full loads and many limits 
of both top and bottom fish. 
San Simeon reports fishing holding up well, with many 
limits on both the full and half-day boats. Lots of large ling 
cod and red snappers in the bag. 


OVER THE LIMIT 
Whilst on the subjects of sea fish limits, the DFG notes 
that two game wardens really hit the jackpot when they 
seized 450 pounds of over-limit rock fish and issued 
citations to patrons of party boats that were docking at 
Channel Islands Harbor in Oxnard. 
At least a dozen were for over limits, the rest for not 
having a license ( the limit on rock fish is 15 >. 
One angler was cited for having 19 over limit, and 
another for having 17. whilst several had 12 more than the 
law allows. The seized fish were given to the Alpha School 
for the mentally retarded at Santa Barbara. 
Whilst we do not condone these violations, we feel that 
the party boat operator should at least warn their patrons, 
especially when it applies to size limits, which exist in bass 
and barracuda. We have been on boats when the operator 
was very meticulous on this deal, as he felt it was a 
reflection on him personally to have his patrons cited for 
violations. 
At its July meeting the State Fish and Game Commission 
announced consideration of a new policy with regard to 
publicly sponsored rearing ponds for salmon and steelhead. 
An example would be the Humboldt County program, in 
which the Pacific Lumber Company has just spent $20,000 
to build concrete raceways and ponds. The DFG had full 
control 
of 
the 
planting 
and 
raising, 
supplying 
the 
fingerlings. After the fish were raised, the groups merely 
pulled the boards at the end of the ponds and the fish were 
thus planted. In this way the DFG could be sure that the 
correct strains went into specific stream. 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
Locally this can be rated as slow, with trout fishing at a 
season low A few are being taken in local lakes trolling in 
very deep water, but bank fishing is about done for this 
year, except for small blue gill and red ear perch. Some 
catfish action at Lake Cachuma. Bass fishing fair to poor, 
fishare in deep water. M argarita Lake is yielding a few 
bass and some crappie, bass taken on plastic worms and 
deep running lures. 


At Lopez Lake a few lunker bass have been taken on 
plastic worms and lead head jigs, lots of small pan fish 


Whilst we have no official reports trom Lake iNacimiento, 
local anglers say that white bass fishing on the slow side, 
but lots of small black bass are being taken in deep water. 
Catfishing good most any part of the lake, here again a boat 
is almost a must. The DFG is still making a weekly trout 
plant in the Lower Nacimiento River below the dam, have 
no reports on how fishing is here. Too long a drive for a few 
small trout, is the general local concensus. 


P G &E Stream scouts find little to encourage trout 
fishermen in the north central area of the state. All 
streams are nearing sum m er low, and are warm and 
unproductive, so better stay nearer home and fish the 
ocean. Parking spots in most areas at a minimum, we are 
informed One angler just back from Kern county could not 
find a parking spot from Kemville to Democrat Dam. Even 
each tree had someone camping in the shade!

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Defying critics, the Pentagon 
has posted a new regulation specifically authorizing 
admirals and generals to use enlisted men as servants. 


The Defense Department made public the regulation 
Monday, saying the enlisted personnel, as long as they are 
volunteers, may be used as valets, social secretaries, 
cooks, waiters and errand runners. 


The directive issued by Deputy Defense Secretary Wil­ 
liam P. Clements also authorized the armed forces to 
request the defense secretary to assign enlisted aides to 
officers below the rank of general and admiral “ where 
representation requirements dictate.”

Instead 
of raising its property taxes it is dropping 
them completely 
The City Council has resolved simply not 
to pass a tax levy ordinance this year, in 
effect w iping out the city property tax 
To Mayor Robert L. Butler, the move 
seems only logical Since he came to off ice 
in 1964. property taxes in Marion have been 
cut in seven of the past nine years 
Marion s last property tax rate is just 31 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, or $31 on 
assessments ot $10.000 In Chicago, 300 
miles to the north, it runs about $800 for 
every $10.000 of assessed valuation, but 
that helps support schools and other 
services not financed in Marion by city 
taxes. 


Marion 
has 
hardly 
suffered 
as 
it 
relinquished its property taxes. 
During these years, the city built a 
$122.000 brick clock tower in its downtown 
square and a $130,000 tire station, bought a 
$50.000 fire truck to put in it, and installed 
$24.000 worth ot public toilets. 
Most of the time it paid cash —including 
$200,000 for improvements that tripled the 
capacity of its city reservoir. With all this, 


the city currently enjoys a $250.000 surplus. 
Butler s cash down policy is the same 
way he handles his own finances. 
“ Never in my life have I ever bought a 
car or a suit ot clothes or even my home on 
credit, the 46-vear-old attorney said in an 
interview. “ I figured that if 1 Couldn t 
afford to pay cash for it. I didn’t need it 
Back in 1964, he said, Marion was $80.000 
in the red and the property tax on a home 
assessed at $10,000 was $112 


‘ The City Council determined that if the 
city could ever get out of the red, an effort 
must be made to reduce property taxes,” 
Butler said “ It was a direct result of that 
determination that taxes were reduced 
seven out of nine years.

Ahead in pay 


Time 
was 
when 
government 
jobs, 
whether on a local, state or national level, 
typically paid less than comparable jobs in 
the 
private 
sector. 
G overnm ent 
employment 
was 
desirable, 
however, 
because of security, pensions and other 
benefits. 
Not so any more, as far as pay is 
concerned, that is. 
In fact, “soaring 
government payrolls have played a major 
roll in triggering the inflationary spiral,“ 
contends one student of the subject. 


From 1965 to the second quarter of 1971, 
the earnings of federal workers increased 
51 per cent, writes James W. Kuhn in 
Intellectual Digest. 


By 
comparison, 
service 
workers’ 
earnings rose 43 per cent and those of 
workers in wholesale and retail trade 
increased 41 per cent. The average hourly 
earnings 
of 
workers 
employed 
in 
manufacturing and transportation, 
the 
corporate, 
unionized 
sectors 
of

economy, went up 37 and 35 per cent 
respectively.

Increases for municipal employes have 
been so large in recent years, says Kuhn, 
that in the majority of 11 large cities 
studied so far, city government workers in 
clerical data processing and maintenance- 
custodial jobs now hold pay advantages 
over their counterparts in private industry 
and the federal government. 
Since 1965, employment by state and 
local governments has increased by a 
third, adding 2.6 million more workers to 
the 
7.7 
m illion 
then 
em p loyed . 
Government employes at all levels now 
account for over 18 per cent, or almost a 
fifth of all wages and salary workers. 
With government purchases of goods and 
services now reaching the rate of $233 
billion a year — 22 per cent of the Gross 
National Product — their inflationary 
potential is too great to ignore, says Kuhn. 
“The main battle gainst inflation will 
not be won — and can be lost,” he warns, 
“if the government attempts to control 
only union wages of industrial workers and 
if it tries to hold down merely the prices of 
big business firm s.”

Nixon-Goldwater 


The hearings are postponed for a 
few blessed weeks during which the 
public mood is likely to crystallize. 
On the one hand the Committee has 
failed clearly to establish that 
President Nixon knew either about 
the burglary at Watergate or about 
the attempt to conceal the extent of 
the involvement in that and related 
operations by members of his staff. 
On the other hand, the spectacle has 
been so ugly, the quality of mind of 
some of Nixon s subordinates so

It is, I think, the 
supreme paradox of 
the 
situation that

If they had 
not acted with such 
overweening zeal, 
systematically magnifying the lint 
on Nixon s record so as to look like

would have an easier time of it now. 
Every time I see a reference (they 
are quite frequent nowadays) 
to 
poor old Alger Hiss, and how he was 
framed, I say to myself. Nixon is 
safe. There are enough Americans 
around who know intuitively that 
jettisoning Nixon means, when all is 
said and done, rehabilitating Hiss. 
And into this kind of moral and 
epistemological 
anarchy, 
they 
decline to be seduced 
The paradox is deeply rooted If 
Nixon were, let us say, Dwight 
Eisenhower,

(speaking to a friend) said that if he 
were 
to 
withdraw from

Presidential race and use all his 
energies and power to try to get 
Nelson Rockefeller nominated, he 
would fail. “There’s only one man in 
America 
who 
can 
get 
it 
for 
Rockefeller,” he said. 
“That’s 
Barry Goldwater.” 
He said this in part for the obvious 
reason — that Goldwater was the 
aggrieved party in 1964, suffering 
directly 
from 
the refusal 
of 
Rockefeller to support him for 
President after he was nominated. 
But also because Nixon sensed the 
loyalty 
Goldwater commands 
among 
the 
hard-core 
of 
the 
Republican 
Party, 
those 
who 
d o m i n a t e 
the 
n o m i n a t i n g 
conventions, and are the cadre of 
the Party. 


Nixon depends very heavily during 
these hours on that body of people 
and only Goldwater could move 
them If he were to say tomorrow 
that in his opinion the best interests 
of the republic will require the 


resignation of the President, there 
would follow something like the 
Eagleton 
stampede. 
The 
next 
morning the Chicago Tribune (say 
would be calling for the resignation, 
then the Los Angeles Times, then 
another Senator . 
. . within a 
fortnight the call for resignation 
would 
p rov e 
v e r y 
n e a r l y 
irresistible. 
It is for this reason that one 
studies 
carefully 
Goldwater’s 
pronouncements on the matter. He 
moves 
with 
his 
characteristic 
integrity and candor, and contempt 
for demagogy. In his opinion, as 
given in a CBS interview recently 
with Dan Rather, Nixon should 
neither resign nor be impeached. He 
is by no means uncritical — he 
thinks Nixon should release the 
tapes, he thinks Nixon should revise 
his relations with Congress, he 
thinks Nixon should recapture the 
leadership of western affairs — but 
he doesn’t think he should step 
down. My judgment of it is that 
Goldwater’s is, for the moment, the 
deciding voice.

Book clubs 


What appeared to be an odd 
position for the State Consumers 
Affairs Department to take has now 
been cleared up. 
Assemblyman 
Dan 
Boatwright 
had authored a bill which should 
bring joy to the hearts of everyone 
who belongs to any one of the many 
“club ” peddling books, records and 
various items. 
Boatwright is striking at the very 
core 
of 
the 
d issa tisfa c tio n 
consumers have with such clubs. 
That is the “negative option” policy 
practiced by almost all of them. 
This is the system whereby the 
consumer 
has 
the 
burden 
of 
notifying the seller that he doesn’t 
want the next month’s selection. 
Advance 
notices 
customarily 
advise 
the 
consum er 
of 
the 
upcoming 
selection 
but fail 
to 
furnish any convenient means for 
the consumer to reject the offering. 
As Boatwright observed, “ People 
are tired of receiving merchandise 
they did not order and do not want. 
And, 
they 
are 
tired 
of 
the 
inconveniences 
involved 
with 
sending the m aterial back to the 
seller and being hassled with bills 
for the merchandise.” 


As a solution to the problem 
Boatwright sponsored a bill which 
would require the seller to furnish a 
prepaid postcard or envelope to 
enable the consumer to conveniently 
reject the offering. He also inserted 
the 
requirement 
that 
this 
be 


furnished at least 25 days prior to 
the return date. 
Consumer Director John T. Kehoe 
scanned 
the 
bill 
and 
wrote 
Boatwright advising him that the 
department was opposed to the bill. 
His letter then went on to suggest 
some amendments to the measure. 
His principle objection was that 
requiring a return envelope was 
unnecessary since a postcard would 
serve thepurpose at less cost to the 
seller. 
Because 
Kehoe’s 
letter 
inadvertently was sent undated it 
could not be determined whether he 
was referring to the bill as it stood 
or before its latest amendments. 
For the measure leaves the choice 
as to whether it shall be a postcard 
or an envelope to the seller. 
Kehoe also suggested that the bill 
require the seller to keep the 
consumer advised as to his contract 
obligations, which the amended bill 
does, and notify him when he has 
fulfilled 
his 
contract 
by 
the 
purchase of the required number of 
items, which the bill does not 
presently do. 
In any event, neither of Kehoe’s 
suggestions would indicate a reason 
to be in opposition to the thrust of 
the bill. Contacted, Kehoe agreed 
the 
letter 
gave 
an 
erroneous 
impression. He is strongly in favor 
of the idea contained in the bill. He 
conceded that the present bill does
